N oisy Vehicles 


on Palm Canyon 


Drive Protested 


Only one solution is available 
to solve the "noise" of trucks 
traveling on Palm Canyon drive, 
Police Chief August G. K ettm an n 
today informed 38 signers of a 
petition 
protesting 
the 
truck 
travel. 
There can 
he no “real c o n ­ 
trol over these noisy m onsters 
until the city faces the issue 
and 
designates a truck 
route 
taking ihem off of Palm Canyon 
drive,” 
he said in a letter to 
each of the petitioners. 


"SUCH ACTION may he taken 
by the city council and is p ro ­ 
vided for by state law," the p o ­ 
lice chief added. 
The 36 residents, hotel 
and 
ap artm en t owners on North Palm 
Canyon drive, in their petition 
to city' council, complained 
of 
the “constant heavy truck t r a f ­ 
fic m ostly from 
10 p. m. on 
through the whole night.” 
They term ed the changing of 
gears to pick up speed as “one 
terrific noise at all hours of the 
night," and said that their guests 
complain of the noise. The p e ti­ 
tion 
pointed 
out th at 
"these 
guests are important as well a s 
those of us who are perm anent 
residents.” 


IN 
THE 
SECOND 
PART 
of 
their petition, they called a tte n ­ 
tion to speed of the early m o rn ­ 
ing passenger car traffic which 
is not tourist traffic, "which is 
after all the bread and butter 
of Palm Springs,” but traffic of 
people coming in from Banning 
or some other nearby point to 
work in Palm Springs, 
Regarding this last complaint, 
Chief K ettm ann pledged to “co r­ 
rect this situation as quickly as 
is possible with the two cars 
that are available patrolling the 
city a t that time of day'.” 


"WE ARE FAIRLY WELL s a tis ­ 
fied with the three-wheel motor 
on parking meters and the tw o 
two-wheel motors on general p a ­ 
trol from 7:30 a. m. until 4:30 
p. m. each day,” the police chief 
said. 
After 4:30, he explained, w h en 
the police load increases and no 
motorcycles 
are 
available 
for 
traffic, more attention is devoted 
to residential and general patrol 
as records show that this is the 
period w hen thefts from a u to m o ­ 
biles, hom es and closed business 
establishm ents occur. Three p a ­ 
trol cars are on duty from 6 p. m. 
to 3 a. m. 
Pointing out that the d e p a rt­ 
ment is “spread a little thin p er­ 
sonnel-wise. 
to accomplish the 
job we would like to do," he said 
that there has heen difficulty 
in attracting desirable perso n ­ 
nel and seven of the 22 m en 
now w ith the force have been 
officers less than 90 days. “O ur 
personnel has increased just tw o

in the last four years.” he added. 


R E T U R N IN G to the truck sit­ 
uation, Chief Kettm ann said that 
the departm ent 
is w ell 
aw are 
of the traffic along Palm Canyon 
drive, and six months ago con­ 
ducted a survey as to w h y trucks 
pass through Palm Springs in ­ 
stead of taking H ighw ay 99, The 
m ain reasons, he said, were a 
savin g of 10 to 14 miles, and it 
w as learned that this saving of

“ Excessive 
noise 
m a d e 
by 
these giant diesels lends support 
to the belief that thev are tra v­

T h eir engines are revved up and 
at the sam e tim e shifted to lower 
gears so 
that 
they 
can keep 
w ith in the 25 and 35 m ile zones 
and also to negotiate the hardly 
noticeable grade which confronts 
them when traveling north on 
Pa lm C anyon." 


T H E P R O B L E M might dissolve 
bv itself, he said, w ith the com ­ 
pletion of the W hitew ater free­ 
w a y w hich m ight influence the 
trucks to stay on H ighw ay 99. 
C hief Kettm ann told the group
